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A FEW FACTS IN THE HISTORY OF OSSIPEE 


The Town of Ossipee was incorporated in 1785. 
The earliest records preserved are for 1790. Previous 
to the buildings of the Town House, the Town Meetings 
were held at the home of Captain Jacob Brown. 


The present Town House was built in 1802, on 
land purchased from Josiah Poland. The expense of 
building the Church was paid largely by the pew 
owners and inhabitants. The Church was to be open 
to all denominations. 


In 1791 it was voted to alter the name of the 
Town to Greenfield. There is no record of this vote 
being revoked, but the town has always gone by the 
name of Ossipee. In 1796 it was voted to set off the 
section of the Town known as the “Pocket’’. This vote 
was soon revoked. 


The early Town Officers were Moderator, Town 
Clerk, Selectmen, Highway Surveyors, Assessors, Ty- 
thingmen, Field-drivers, Pound-keeper, Sealer of 
Weights and Measures, Surveyors of Lumber, Corders 
of Wood, Cullers of Staves, Measurers of Leather, Con- 
stable, Collector, and Committee to examine the Select- 
men’s Accounts. 


Previous to the purchase of the Town Farm in 
1852, known as the Samuel J. Stevens farm, located 
on what is now known as Beacham Hill, the Poor were 
often let out to the lowest bidder at a public vendue. 

The Town Records show that the Town was very 
conservative in regard to voting for ammendments to 
the Constitution. The Town was divided into School 
Districts with definite boundaries. In 1850 there were 
23 districts, each having its own school. 

During the early years of the Town’s history, the 
inhabitants were allowed to pasture their domestic 
animals along the roadside. The stray animals were 
kept in the Pound until claimed by their owners. One 
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Pound was near the present location of the Walter 
Goldsmith Cottage. 

Until 1890, the care of the town roads was divided 
among Highway Surveyors, chosen from each section. 
In 1888, there were 54 Highway Surveyors appointed 
by. the Selectmen. 

The Town Library was established at Centerville, 
March 14, 1899. 

In 1878, permission was given to lay an aqueduct 
through the village of Ossipee, that might be used in 
case of fire. In 1911, the Ossipee Water and Electric 
Co. was formed for the purpose of fire protection for 
the villages of Moultonville, Mountainview, and Center 
Ossipee. 

In 1915, the Town voted to establish a Municipal 
Court. 
In 1925, the. Town voted to appropriate $500. 
toward the support of the Red Cross District Nurse 
of Ossipee. 
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LEASE TO OSSIPEE SPORTS DEVELOPMENT 
ASSOCIATION 


AN AGREEMENT made this 23d day of January, 
1539, between the Town of Ossipee, a municipal corp- 
oration in the County of Carroll and The State of New 
Hampshire, by its selectmen, hereinafter called the 
Lessor, and Ossipee Sports Development Association, 
of said Ossipee, hereinafter called the Lessee. 


In consideration of the rents and agreements to 
be paid and performed on the part of the Lessee, the 
Lessor does hereby lease to the said Lessee certain 
property, owned by the County of Carroll and leased 
to the said Town of Ossipee, and its appurtenances 
known as the Ossipee Ski Slope, for the term of six 
years from the date hereof, subject to the conditions 
below stated, the Lessee paying therefore the sum of 
eight hundred fifty dollars ($850.00) to be paid as 
follows: 


Seventy-five dollars ($75.00) the first and second 
year; one hundred andi seventy-five dollars ($175.00) 
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the third year; and two hundred dollars ($200.00) each 
year thereafter. 

Payment to be made not later than the thirtieth 
day of March 19389 for the first year and subsequent 
payments to be made on or before the thirtieth day 
of March for each of the remaining five years. In the 
event that the use of this property is cut down or 
substantially prevented in any one year by reason of 
weather conditions the Lessor agrees to make a revision 
of the amount payable in such year as rental. 

It is further agreed between the Lessor and the 
Lessee that a suitable ski tow be installed by the 
Lessee, ownership of said ski tow to revert to the 
Lessor, free and clear from any and all debts, at the 
expiration of this lease providing said lease is not 
renewed between the Lessor and Lessee. 

It is further agreed that this project shall be 
operated for the use of the general public and no 
charge shall be made for use of any facilities installed 
thereon with the exception of the Ski tow. 

The said Lessor and Lessee further agree that 
this lease may be extended upon the ending of said 
six year period for a period of five years, upon written 
notice of the said Lessee to the said Lessor that it is 
desirous of such extension, at the rate of two hundred 
dollars per year, said notice to be given within a 
period of not more than sixty days nor less than 
thirty days before the termination of this lease. 

Provided, however, the said premises shall from 
fire cr other casualty, without fault or negligence on 
the part of the Lessee in whole or in part become 
untenantable, there shall be suspension of rent during 
the time it shall remain untenantable.

Report of Executive Committee 


During the past year the service of the Ossipee 
Chapter of the American Red Cross has been greatly 
extended. Previous to 1938 one child health clinic 
was held in Center Ossipee; this past year there were 
two such clinics, one in Center Ossipee and the other 
in Ossipee. These facilitated the examination of pre- 
school children. Use was made of the Crippled Child- 
ren’s Service, a newly established department under 
the State Board of Health. Three children were 
examined and treated by Dr. Ezra A. Jones of Man- 
chester, N. H., who is in charge of this work. An 
audiometer for testing hearing was obtained from the 
State Board of Education. School children were ex- 
amined and later received treatment, if needed. As 
the nurse, Mrs. Davis, was able to operate the machine, 
no outside assistance was necessary in conducting the: 
examinations. 


Twenty-one clinics were held during the year, 
covering the following: Child Health, Toxoid, Chest, 
Eye, Tuberculosis, Tuberlin and Dental work. The 
Tuberculin clinics were possible thru the co-operation 
of Dr. Robert Kerr and conducted by Dr. Francis Dube. 
The follow-up work proceeded as usual. 


Reports on the hurricane and flood disaster in 
the Chapter area were made to the State American 
Red Cross Headquarters by Mrs. Marion Davis, the 
district nurse, and by Mrs. Eva Loud, the nursing 
chairman. 


The Ossipee Chapter deeply appreciates the co- 
operation and assistance so generously given by the 
Ossipee Rotary Club, the Board of Selectmen, the 
School Board and the County Commissioners. The 
Chapter is grateful to those who assisted in the con- 
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ducting of clinics and to those who afforded trans- 


portation.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


i herewith submit my thirteenth annual report 
as superintendent of schools, it being the nineteenth 
in the series of such reports. 


I see boys and girls come to our schools, pass 
through the grades, graduate (drop out) and go out 
into higher schools or to work: and then!! Well, what 
then? Have the needs all been met as far as possible? 
Is the life well balanced? Is there proper preparation 
for economic and social life? Has each onea job? Can 
he fit into social life? Is he a good citizen? Can he 
meet the new problems of the day? 


Someone has said, “The fact that some pupils 
move thrcugh our usual school classes, year after year, 
with personality characteristics apparently unchanged, 
is probably to be interpreted to mean that the usual 
school routine has not touched the deeper levels of 
their life at all. The school which sets out to know the 
whole life of its students, and to help them at their 
points of greatest need, will find an extraordinary op- 
_ portunity to be of aid in improving relationships with 
other people.”’ Our schools are doing some fine work 
along these lines, but they cannot do it all. | 

Leadership is needed and we have some fine ex- 
amples and splendid efforts. ‘“‘Leadership depends on 
the ability of the leader to live with, enjoy and direct 
the life of vigorous youth; together with an idealism 
and an understanding which guides young people to a 
worthwhile, efficient maturity and adult life.” 

Unquestionably the first and most important in- 
fluence in the child’s life is the home—his home— and 
other homes, which make up much of his social envi- 
ronment in rural areas. According to a recent survey 
only 3% of the single youth now living at home ex- 
pressed a preference for living away from home. Only 
a few said they did not want families and homes of 
their own. It would seem, then, that the home will 
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remain as an institution—the fundamental social unit. 

The schools of Ossipee are still going well under 
the care of a faithful and hardworking group of teach- 
ers. As reported last year, the schools still need great- 
er support from many homes in securing regular and 
punctual attendance. The table of attendance shows 
which schools led in percent of attendance last year. 

Repairs and Upkeep 

Provision should be made for completing the grad- 
ing of the athletic field at the Center. The building at 
West Ossipee should be enlarged to provide for shed 
space, and reseating should be completed. Shingling 
at the Center should be completed and a fan installed 
in the air shaft for better ventilation. All school lawns 
should be improved by grading and shrubbery. Some 
provision should be made for relocating Water Village 
School. 

Fine improvements include new seating for the 
gymnasium. The roof at the Center has been par- 
tially reshingled. A larger water pipe was laid from 
the street and the sewer enlarged and greatly improved 
with the aid of WPA funds. A chemistry table has 
been installed and plans laid for starting chemistry 
next year. 

High School 

Ossipee High School, now under the leadership of 
Headmaster John H. Frye, is going well, with Phil A. 
Bennett and Louise E. Collins as assistants. Strong 
efforts are being made for good discipline and high 
scholarship which is improving. Last June we grad- 
uated a class of thirteen. Three of the girls, Elizabeth 
Loring, Betty Pearson and Marion Meserve, went to 
Plymouth Normal School. These, together with Avalve 
Helme, Patricia Eldredge and Dorothy Wormstead, 
give us six girls preparing to teach. Dorothy Hill is 
in Westbrook Junior College. Beatrice Beckwith is 
still succeeding at Posse College where she finishes a 
three-year course in June. The boys should feel the 
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challenge to do as well as the girls. 

_ School activities are strongly conducted in athlet- 
ics, club work, music and school improvement... The 
school has provided itself with a radio and victrola. 
Pupils and teachers are to be commended. | 

Health Work 
The physical welfare of the school children is 
being well served by the untiring work of the school 
nurse, Mrs. Marion Davis. Statistics are to be found 
under the report of the Ossipee Red Cross.
